Wallace Scores 
U. S., Russia 
Both In France 


PARIS, April 23 (#)—Russia 
and the United States “have un- 
dermined the solemn cause for 
which their young men died,” 
Henry A. Wallace said tonight. 

The former American vice-presi- 
dent in an address prepared for a 
meeting sponsored by the Ameri- 
i can Veterans committee, said both 
iRussian communism and American 
capitalism must change their 
present courses if peace is to be 
preserved. 

The speech, described as a re- 
statement of Wallace’s ‘“fundamen- 
| tal convictions,” included the most 
definite declaration on communism 
ithe American has made since his 
arrival in Europe two weeks ago. 

Appealing for conciliation and 
understanding, he asserted: 

“I believe that toughness breeds 

toughness and that both the Unit- 
‘ed States and Russia by their ac- 
tions have already undermined the 
solemn cause for which their 
young men died.” 
Wallace said he recognized con- 
flicts existed among capitalist, so- 
cialist and communist societies but 
refused to concede these conflicts 
| were irreconcilable.

THE WORLD TODAY

During long years of journalistic 
globe-trotting a reporter natural- 
ly encounters niany extraordinar’ 
stories, but I've iust run sito one 
of the most remarkable of my ex- 
perience.

And along with 
economic reforms must come the 
moral force that will give new 
standards to the country.
